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After six months in the field 
the 4th Dn. of the 7th Cav 
was finally pulled back into the 
lst AirCav’s base camp at 
_An Khe in Binh Dinh province, 
«The camp is a sprawling con- 
fusion of heliports, runways, 
oil -topped, but dusty, roads and 
hastily-constructed clapboard 
structures. It is an unsightly 
place. More recently frame 
barracks have been put up by 
Engineers, anticipating, one 
would suppose, a more pere- 
manent installation. The camp 
is surrounded by the infamous 
“Greenline,’’ a formidable 
barrier of concertina wire 
mines and bunkers. 

The fourth of the seventh 
spent one night in camp -- 
a beer bust, a U.S.O, show 

_and a night with boots off. 
The next day the various coe 
mpanies found themselves de- 
ployed around the camp, man- 
ning the greenline, guarding 
‘route 19 to Bong Song, or on 
roving search-and-edestroy 
missions near the camp, 
There is always something 
for the infantry to do, but our 
current mission is certainly 
better than being in the A,O.,, 
the Binh Bom valley. 

I would like to begin these 
dispatches with a description 
of a typical day in the field, 
the ‘field’? being our combat 


zones. By 5:30 a.m. everye-. 


body is roused by the last 
watch out of their ‘hootches? 
or impromptu shelters cone 
structed with bamboo poles 
and ponchos. The soldiers then 
grogily set about fixing break- 
fast, each man trying to get 
a B-3 C ration unit because 
it contains cocoa, We make 
little stoves out of tin cans 
using the heat tablets as a 
heat source. Occasionally if 
our company is near a good 
LZ (landing zone) we get hot 
supplements by helicopters. 
They are always the same -- 
scrambled eggs, army bread 
(it has its own character), 
bacon, and coffee. After eating 
we tear down our hootches 
clean our weapons, and pack 
our packs. 

By 7:30 a.m. we are off 
‘humping’ -- scouring the ter- 
rain on search and destroy 
missions. The Central High- 
lands is a hilly country, cov- 
ered with thick vegetation, 
quite junglish in nature. 
Streams of varying size run 
into generally rice-paddy-cov- 
ered valleys. The V,C, live 
in the hills and come down 
into the valleys at night in 
search of food. The company 
breaks up into pl -size 
which patrol Ageleieted atuee 


during the day. It is main

a matter of quietly hiking a- 
round, following paths and che 
ecking out suspicious areas 
in an attempt to surprise 
Charlie and run him down, 
On a typical day we never 
run into Charlie. Weeks may 
go by without any contact. 
Because of snipers we try to 
keep out of open valleys. We 
also try to stay on the fingers 
of the hills and shun draws 
because that is where Chare- 
lie is. Throughout the day 
we continually receive calls 
from the company commander 
to check out draws, This is 
because the commanders, un- 
like the soldiers, want con- 
tact. 

At noon we eat the C rations 
on some jungle trail. Then 
more humping. The weather is 
hot and we frequently have heat 
casualties. We continue to 
move all afternoon, usually a 
distance of 3 or 4 ‘clicks’ 
or kilometers. Around 4 pm 
the company joins up again. 

We set up for the night in 
a perimeter. First we dig 
fox holes and build our 
hootches. By this time the 
ships start coming in if we 
have an LZ which we almost 
always do. The choppers bring

The cards are dumped 
at his feet and he ignores 
them. Someone gathers them 
up, and a delegation goes up 
the elevator to the sixteenth 
floor of the Federal Building 
to take them to Poole’s office. 
The rest of us flood the lobby 
of the Federal Building. This 
office is locked. Somebody 
comes downstairs and starts 
speaking. He is encouraging 
a sit-in until Poole will take 

_ the cards. But everybody 
knows that we are not there 
for a sit-in, so we slowly 
disperse and go our separate 
ways to Santa Cruz or Oake 
dand or Berkeley.

STATEMENT

Today, October 16, 1967, 
we of the Resistance are pub- 
licly and collectively return- 
ing our draft cards to the 
Federal Government. Similar 
actions are now taking place...

Together, we are declaring 
our absolute refusal to co- 
operate in any way with the 
Selective Service because itis 
an integral part of a system 
that pursues a brutal war in 
Southeast Asia, that actively 
opposes attempts at social re- 
volution in the underdeveloped 
world, that exploits the black 
people of America, that main- 
tains institutions over which 
ordinary citizens exercise 
virtually no control. 


To poor people at home and 
abroad, America has come to 
mean exploitation and misery. 
This reality demands a re- 
sponse with the totality of our 
lives. It demands this response 
now. We must begin to organ- 
ize and pose an alternative to 
domestic squalor and foreign 
repression. To begin this task 
we will return to our campuses 
and communities. 


On December 4, 1967, ina 
second nation-wide Resistance 
action, new groups of men will 
return their draft cards. Be- 
tween now and December 4, we 
will harrass and obstruct the 
Selective Service System with 
any means at our disposal, in 
order to break down the eff- 
ectiveness of their ‘‘recruit- 
ing’? and increase our own. 

The draft is only one as- 
pect of the system we oppose. 
We have chosen the draft as 
our focus of resistance now 
because it is an institution which 
oppresses all young men. Under 
the threat of prison, some of 
us are channeled ( to use the 
official phrase) by use of de- 
ferments.

«Juliet of the Spirits‘: directed | 
by Frederico Fellini plus ‘‘Dead . 


Last Friday night the 
Stevenson dining hall was © 
the location for a experience 
in ‘*,,..the highest, purest 
form of music” by the 
Amadeus Quartet of London, 
England, one of today’s fore- 
most interpreters ofthe style. 
As Goodfried said in the 
program notes, ** The relatio 
ionship between a quartet 
and a symphony is much like 
that of poetry and prose; they 
may each say similar things, 
but the former must say it 
with fewer words and with 
greater restrictions’. A 
composer for the symphony 
orchestra has animposingar- 
ray of instruments of vary- 
ing tonal color and power at 
his disposal, but the compos- 
er for the string quartet must 
deal with four instruments- 
sixteen strings- and create 
his musical ideas with the 

‘ interpretive abilities and sk= 
ills of only four minds: bete 
ween himself and the audie- 
nce. The string quartet as 
a form is basically exposed- 
and in this lies its potent- 
jality for greatness. Without 
large numbers of musicians 
in many sections on each voile 
ce in a composition as a 
symphony, the quartet usually 
has only one or two playerse- 
four, at the most. Conseque- 
ntly, every note played, from 
one of a series of eighth noe 
tes in a typical Mozart or 
Hadyn Minuet to the top note 
of a run by the first violin, 
takes on added significance 
and is vitally important to 
the conception and develop- 
ment of the piece as a whole. 

The first selection the qua- 
rtet played was the Quartet 
in B Flat Major, K.458 (The 
Hunt) by Mozart. From the 
first note of the Allegro one 
could tell that this group, 
was intimately familiar with 
Mozart’s music. Certainly a 
part of their standard repet- 
oire, The Hunt was done as 
Mozart should be, with the 
utmost control, restraint, and 
precision. Intheir refinement 
the quartet did not miss the 
dramatic and exciting qualit- 
ies of the last Allegro. The 
high point of the Mozart was 
the Adagio, however. One of 
the most difficult effects to 


achieve in playing a stringed 
instrument is to produce a 


full, rich, intense tone while

to refine the original, cosmic 
creation with continual, new 
creations, in van gogh’s hill- 
sides we may see all hill- 
sides, in jeffers’ poetry we 
may see nature realizing her- 
self. in rodin’s ‘thinker’? we 
may see all rational men, each 
individual work of art poste 
natally transcends itself. the 
artist creates his art, and it 
grows, and expands, like the 
universe expanding from a 
single piece of matter 


to be god, one could never be 
human, but there are mortal 
men, on earth, who perform 
divine functions: these men 
are the artists. in our amer- 
ican society the creative im- 
pulse is insistently twarted 
and suppressed in many ways. 
america probably has more 
frustrated poets and come 
posers performing its mun- 
dane social functions than any 
other nation in history. 

but there are places, even 
in this country, in which this 
divine madness, the creative 
activity, has not been extin- 
guished. big sur has protect- 
ively isolated its artists from 
our artless, neurotic society 
for years. 

as i said last week, the 
muse is the true chancellor 
of this campus. our isolation 
on the magic mountain, with 
all its pre-human beauty, 
makes it an ideal place--for 
the disease to flourish and 
perhaps infect us all, s that 
we may find ourselves 4 quare- 
antined island of poetic beauty 
standing in the insane junk- 
yard of smog-boun4q, riote 
torn, illusion-filled america, 
but only potentially so. this 
campus could also become 
just one more academic parke- 
ing lot, with no true poems 
bursting forth, no clear vis- 
ions being painted, no new 
continents being sculpted. the 
forest really couldn’t care 
less, it is perfect already, 
but do you care? can you find 
in you the power to deify 
yourself?

A memorandum from the 
Selective Service orientation 
kit entitled ‘¢ fax 
vailable on request from the 
director of Selective Service, 
1724 F Street NW,, Was = 
ton, D.C, 20435) describes the 
practice of ‘‘channelling man- 
power’’ as ‘‘a counterpart and 
amplification’’ of the system’s 
overt function of procuring 
military manpower. 


‘While the best -known 
purpose of the selective ser- 
vice is to procure manpower: 
for the armed forces, a vari- 
ety of related processes takes 
place outside the delivery of 
manpower to the active armed 
forces. Many of these may 
be put under the heading of 
‘channeling manpower.’ Many 
young men would not have pure 
sued a higher education if 
there had not been a program 
of student deferment. Many 
young scientists, engineers, 
tool and die makers and other 
possessors of scarce skills 
would not remain in their 
jobs in the defense effort if 
it were not for a program of 
occupational deferments. 
Even though the salary of a 
teacher has historically been 
meager, many young men re- 
main in that job, seeking the 
reward of a deferment.”’ 


In 1951 when the first 
permanent peace-time con- 
scription was proposed in 
Congress, public opinion was 
indignant, and a large civilian 
movement sprang up to pree 
vent the unnecessary milit- 
arization of American society. 
From the ensuing debate the 
present system of deferments 
emerged as a compromise 
measure, intended as a guar- 
antee of personal freedom. 
(See NATION, April 10, 1967, 
p. 454) Thus, deferments were 
originally meant more as a 
right than as a ‘‘reward’’, 
Gradually as the public ad- 
justed to the idea of perman- 
ent conscription, the defere 
ment began to assume the 
‘privileged status it has 
today. 

According to the new draft 
law of 1967, student defer- 
ments must be requested in- 
stead of being granted auto- 
matically each year as bee 
fore. 

The ‘‘Channeling’’ memo 
also describes howthe system 
of deferments is designed for 
both the ‘‘patriot”? and the 
‘¢selfish individual’’, For the 
former, the deferment en- 
courages him to put forth 
his best effort and removes 
to some degree the stigma

that has been attached to being 
out of uniform, However: 
«In the less patriotic and 


more selfish individual it en- . 


geuders a sense of fear, un-, 
certainty, and dissatisfaction 
which motivates him, nevere 
theless, in the same direction. 
He complains of the uncer- 
tainty which he must endure; 
he would like to be able to 
do as he pleases; he would 
appreciate a certain future 
with no prospect of military 
service or civilian contribu- 
‘tion, but he complies with the 
needs of the national health, 
safety, or interest--or is de- 
nied deferment.’’ 


Perhaps you’d like to take 
a leave of absence some year - 
and do some traveling. Per- 
haps you have to drop out 
and work a quarter or two 
two to pay rent or tuition, 
Or maybe school is just not 
your bag at all -- you’d rate 
her paint or write music. Don’t 
be selfish, now -- or you'll 
find yourself in a uniform. 

The psychology of this sys- 
tme is pure Pavlov: General 
Hershey pushes a button,and 
students everywhere Salivate,. 
The individual’s own wishes 
and desires only concern the 
Selective Service in so far 
as the conform to the sys-. 
tem*’s own intentions. This is 
a far cry from government 
‘tof the people, by thepeople, 
and for the people,’’ and clo- 
ser to the Orwellian night- 
mare. 


“From the individual’s 
viewpoint, he is standing ina 
room which has been made 
uncomfortably warm, Several 
doors are open, but they all 
lead to various forms of re= 


cognized, patriotic service to 
the nation, Some accept the al- 
ternatives gladly--some with 
reluctance. The consequence 
is approximately the same... 
The y of granting 
wide choice under pressure to 
take action is the Americanor 
indirect way of achieving what 
is done by direction in foreign 
countries where choice is not 
permitted. Here, choice is li- 
mited but not denied, and it 
is fundamentally that an in- 
dividual generally applies 
himself better to something 
he has decided to do rather 
than something he has been 
told to do.’’ 

Thus, it is merely exped- 
jent to allow an individual 
the feeling he is acting on 
his own decisions. This is 
reminiscent of the thief who 
demands ‘‘your moneyor your 
life.’’ He, too, does not deny 
choice, but only limits it.
